Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 37-38, 40-41, 43-59, 61-62, 64-72 are aUowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are allowable 
because the prior art does not teach or surest a recording medium comprising a dielectric layer 
which is formed of M1-M2-0, where Ml is Sc, Gd, Dy, or Yb and M2 is Zr, Hf, or Si and the 
dielectric layer does not contain S or F. The closest prior art, or record, discloses dielectric materials 
formed of oxides of Zr, Hf, and Si but not in combination with Sc, Gd, Dy or Yb. While the prior 
art mentions oxides including Sc, Si, Hf, etc., these oxides may be combined with sulfides and 
fluorides which are specifically excluded in the instant claims.
